This Method is to regain them by their own Decree of 
the Synod of Chareaton'--- 1631. By which they received 
to their Communion thoſe of the Confeſlion of Ausbowrg, 
who hold the Real Preſence of Chriſts Body in the Euchariſt, . 
and many other Articles, much different from the Confeſron 
of Faith ofthe pretended Reformed :W hereupon the Miniſter 
Daillie ſaith, 'in his Apology,” that if the Church of Rome 
held no other Error, than this, they ſhould have no ſuffici- 
ent Subjz& of ſeperating from it, F 

But it is certain that all the other Points of our Belief 
which are 1n controverlie, are not more important,nor more 
hard to believe than this, which hath always been eſteemed 
by themſelves one of the Principal Grounds of their ſeperati- 
ox,and that at which the People take greateſt offence.For that 
which Daille.to clude the force of this inſtance,ſaith,that the 
Lutherans admit net the Adoration of Feſus Chriſt in the Eucha- 
riſt, is altogether unreaſonable, ſince Clviz himſelf herein 
reprehendeth the Lutherans, And is obliged to acknowledge,

He faith the ſame thing of Novs- 
tian in his ſeventy ſixth Epiſtle, and of thoſe who had fol- 
lowed him in his Revolt, For that rending the Church by 
their Rebellion, and breaking the Pe:ce, and Vnity of Jeſus 
Chriſt, they were forced to Authorize their particular Do- 
rin, To be independent, and to uſurp a peer of baptiaing,;
